Denlgna for Ninner and Ball Costumes
w—ther Novelties,

PARIS, Nov. 14.—The new evening gowns
Borrow thelr Inapiration from Marie An-
toineite and pompadour themes, They do
not copy these styles Hterally, which would
give the reunlons ton much of an alr of
heing coxtiime balle, but they siggest them
fn d#tall. Thus when the bodiges Ia draped
with & fithu thin mnker & Marie Anloinette
gown, and when there Is & square decollste
with revers running from the top of the
shoulder to the point of the wiint, with the
skirt full at top and gaghered st the hips,
this Is a pompadour goW¥n. In both these
old styles the sleeve was close at the top and
widened to the elbow, where It ended with
a ruflle; but the sleevas actually balng worh
In for dinner gowns draped to the elbow
and caught into a band with a fall of lace,
and for ball gowns shorter and formed
equally of drapings, of oeverfinpping ruffies,
puffs, lace and bows,

The skirt of some gowns opena In front
over a pelticoat In the pompadour mianner,
and this s partleularly to be remarked of
dinner gowns, 1In this case thers Is fullness
at the top, arranged in gathers over the hips,
but the front breadth is fAat. In the old
siyle the petlicoat was sometimes of con-
trasting material, but at present such con-
trast looks a little extreme,

Flowered sllke and gatins are belng very
much used for these gowne, as are also plain
pating,  Velvet plain and flowered Is used
for dinner gowns, The trimmings are lace,
artificlal flowers and rihbon bows, Whaole
eascades of bows cover the chemisette from,
after the pompadour manner, and these bows
afford centers for plicing jewels., The skirts
ars short and very wide,

SUGGESTIVE MODELS.

Among the dinner gowns the following are
Enutl, suggestive models: One of violet fallle

a8 the skirt faced ten Inches deep with
violet plush, and this facing is covered with
parallel rows of narrow gold braid that sink
part way Into the plush with very rich ef-
feet,  The bodice slightly pointed in front
Is open from the polnt up to the shoulders,
with straight revers, over the ochemiselite
of the plush, the whole forming a square
decollete. The plush revers are crossad thelr
whole length with lines of gold bratd; ribbon
bows are on the chemisstte and a large bow
is at the back of the neck draping the
shoulders from armhole to armhole. Vielet
i belng much worn.

A black faille has the front of the skirt
embrojdered down each side with a garland
in reliet of flowers made In black mousseline
de sole crusted with jet, ending with a bow
at the foot, The bodice is a square, half-low
decollete with revers embroldersd ke the
akirt. The slesves are of mouss2line de sole,
very much draped. The gauze embroidery
may be replaced by jet or Jetted lace, A
velvet of black ground flowered with rose-
buds has the skirt very full and open over a
pelticoat of the same gathersd on the hipm,
and the bodice a square decollete, with
mleeves fitted close to the arm and ending

at the elbow with two doubled rufMes, the
upper one standing out In a wide puff. A
garniture runs around the neck and down
each side of the front.

The following ball gowns are equally ecor-
rect models: The first Is of clel blue silk In
& broche stripe flowered with rose, The skirt
has the front breadth draped with blue mous-
geline de sole, caught here and there with
pink flowers. The pointed bodice has a low
round decollete draped with a fichu of the
mougseline knotted on the front with a bunch
of plnk flowers; draped sleeves of the silk
and moumeline. A white broche flowered
allk has the skirt trimmed with a lace rufMe
put on In gigzag lines and headed with a
ruche of the sllk. In each angle formed by
the zigzng, both above and below, I8 placed a
small rosette formed of the strip of the sllk
in small box+plaits, stitched down near esch
edge, and the edges are bound with ribbon.
This makes n flat trimming some four or
more inches wide that was very much used
in de PPompadour's time and was called the
marquise ruch. It Is one of this winter's re-
wvivals, The bodlce Is draped with lace fas-
tened with rosettes,

EVENING CLOAKS.

Ball and opera cloaks are long, loose coats
with enormous bishop sleeves and a hood or
ornamentnl collar, S8ome of them have a Wat-
teau plait, They are made of pale broche
sllk or of velvel; satin lined and wadded, and
are bordered with fur and sometimes have
guipure and other appliques. In general the
simplest are the most elegant. One of pale
:nen broche satin has n collar standing very

Igh behind In box-plaits, so full as to form
A ruche at the back bordered with chinchillas,
The same fur borders the front and slesves,

Another of brown satin has s square collar
falling down the back In plaiis and revers in
gont. all faced with croam guipure and bor-
ted with sable., Sable collar,

A very handsome one of oream velvel
privted with a cashmere pattern, has bor-
ders of olter. One of cream cloth Is faced
down each sidg of the front with brown silk
rnuuum, all the pattern outlined with
hr. Inexpenaive and rich looking short oapes
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with an all.over cashmers pattern in colors
and finished with fur collar and borders.
TEA GOWNS AND PRIGNOIRS.

The Walteau platl Is a prominent featurs of

the pompadour style of dress, and It is being

very much ussd in hotme neglige. The plait
begine part way down the baok, with a yoke
or n collar above, enriched with appligues.
Stil elder fashions, those of the Middle Ages,
Rra mlao revived, maotifs borrowed from the
time of the cromades, sometimes from
women's dress and mometimes from armor
hus a pelgnoir of white flannel cut to fall in
loowe folds har above the clase Itallan slpeves
lofig pointed flowlng sieevem (hat fall open
from the shoulder and reach nearly to the
foor, lowt In the folds of the gown, and over
this a sort of scapulaire of red cloth, lined

to give It enough bofly with white, fastened
at one point on each shoulder and hanging
stralght down back and Tront, and dotted all
over with dragons, embroldered In  white.
Red cloth epaulettes fall over the sleeves.
This gown was made by Felix. Another
peignolr of white flannel Is made with a
Wattean plait, and over it mauve flannel
forms a yoke, and extends down the middle
of the front in a wide strip to the foot, and
down the middle of the back In the same way,
forming the top of the Watteau plait, and
the yoke and the strips are cut in one plece,
lined and lald upon the gown, and all the
edges of the mauve are scalloped and bound
with ribbon., Epanlettes carry Lthe color out
over the sleeves. This design was made at
the same house.

A very pretty novelty for tea gowns |is
velveteen, printed with a cashmere pattern In
colors. It i to be had with warious colored
grounds and i Inexpensive, Of English
make, it 1s being used in quantities by the
Parls dressmakers. Fur borders are the only
trimmings needed, though plain velvet or
satin may be put with It for contrast.

The crack shot among women west of the
Misslssippl I8 unguestionably Mrs. J. I3,
Yardsley. Her busband, who went west
some elght years ago in quest of health, Is
an ardent sportaman, Mrs, Yardsley is espe-
clally clever i followlng the track of wild
animals through forest and dense under-
brush. She followed her mountain llon for
four diays through an evergreen foresi ecar-
peted with pine necdles, And a more effect-
usl disgulse for an anlmal trall it would be

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Jst black boot-tops are palnfully conapleucus
against a tan or gray gown, The cartridgs
belt Is aled much mester In appearance if
harmonizing rather than contracting with the
sulit.

FINGERS AS EYES AND

Helen Keller's Method of Feellng
Other People's Emotions,

A great desl has been written about Helen
Keller, the blind and deal girl who has been
taught to speak by the speclal sensge develop-
ment, She Is now completing her education
in a private school for the deaf in New York
City, where the principal has been devoting
most of his attentlon to cultivating the not
Ineonslderable voecal ablllty with which thie
wonderful chlld Is endowed., His efforis have
met with great success. Placing her fingers
on the throat of a singer she Is able to follow
notes covering two octaves with her own
volee—that 15, she sings synchronously with
her Instructor. The only difference between
her volece and that of a normal person s In
Its resonant qualities. So acutely developed
hag her sense of touch become that by plac-
Ing her hand upon the frame of a piano she
ecan distinguish between two notes not more
than half a tone apart. The principal of the
school recently =ald that the mind of Helen
Keller, owing to the speeinl effor!s which had
been made to educate her, was far more finely
developed than that of any girl of her age
that he knew. He alao spoke of the remark-
able developmenit of her senses of taste and
smell. He sald that she was always con-
sclous of the presence of anolher person, no
muatter how nolseless his entrance into the
room in which she was at the time being.
He explained this knowledge by the acute-
n=ss of her sense of smell. She (s abl: to
detect presence by odor. He said her sensge
of taste was very pronounced, and that she
could not be persuaded to take food whieh
she dislik:d.

He sald something else abont her sense of
touch which seems miraculous. By plaving
her hand on the face of a visitor she is ahle
to detect shades of emotlon which the nor-
mal human eye abzolutely fails to distin-
guish. In other words, her sense of touch is
developed to such an exquisite extent as to
form o better eye for her than are yours or
mine for us. And, what is more, she forimns
judgments of chiaracter by this “tonch-sizht.™
